BERI.IN (AP) — Arm ed Soviet 
troops took over patrol of the Red 
Wall across Berlin Sunday on the 
e \e of its first anniv ersary. 
West Berlin police said they 
« aw jeeploads of Soviet soldiers 
at several points along the 
101 
m iles of concrete and barbed wire 
barricades. 
Saturday, a Soviet soldier with 
a lig ht m achine g un w as spotted 
atop the B randenburg G ate, just 
inside E ast Berlin. He w as not 
there Sunday, but W estern news­ 
men saw sev eral Soviet soldiers 
in the vicinity of the g ate. 
Such Soviet appearances on the 
wall are rare. They usually keep 
in the backg round. The Soviet Un­ 
ion contends E ast G erm any is a 
sovereig n country, responsible for 
w hat they call its “ national fron­ 
tier” throug h divided Berlin. 
They were seen patrolling June 
17. anniv ersary of the anti-Com- 
muni.st revolt in B'ast G erm any 
and on May Day.

Bus drivers are deliberate­ 
ly crippling tbeir vehicles, sugar cane worker.s 
are defiantly idle and setting the fields afire, 
industrial sabotage is increasing. 
There are demon.strations against food ra­ 
tioning inequities and the multiplying short­ 
ages. Teacher.s and other key workers are gett­ 
ing casual about showing up for work. 
A “ rekindling of revolutionary spirit“ i.s 
what is needed, acTording to the Communist 
newspaper ‘ Hoy.*’ Rut that spirit was based on 
expectations of all the good things that would 
flow when Batista was booted out 
Somehow 
the good things have failed to appear. 
In a place like Cuba, where many have 
known better days, ('ompiiinism — promising 
more than it can deliver — brings inevitable 
disillusionment. 
Once it settles down with its hoots on thp 
national neck. Communism is not easily di.s- 
lodged, as the Hungarians and the Poles dis­ 
covered Rut Cuba IS a long way from the Krem­ 
lin and the Cuban people may. therefore, be 
luckier when and if they decide to take on 
Castro’s tanks and planes.

The larges t groups are 250 ,0 0 0 Algerians 
who fled into Morocco and Tunis ia and 
1 50 .0 0 0 Angolans who cros s ed into the Congo 
to get away from what they called Portuges e 
oppres s ion. Still more recently , thous ands of 
white Europeans are s treaming into France 
to es cape the terror and turmoil in Algeria.

United Nation agencies--the high com­ 
missioner for refugees and the Palestine re­ 
lief agency — are aiding more than two mil­ 
lion persons displaced by war or other causes. 
This does not include the one million Chinese 
refugees in Hong Kong and the 2.7 million 
Germans who have fled into West Germ any 
since 1949 to escape communist control. 


In recent months the political ferment in 
Africa has created a new crop of refugees. 
The largest groups are 250,000 Algerians 
who fled into Morocco and Tunisia and 
150.000 Angolans whocrossed into the Congo 
to get away from what they called Portugese 
oppression. Still more recently, thousands of 
white Europeans are streaming into France 
to escape the terror and turmoil in Algeria. 


Biggest single refugee operation in the 
world is the U. N .'s Middle East program 
which maintains 440,000 Arabs in 57 camps 
and p r o v i d e s rations for an additional 
430,000. In the British crown colony of Hong 
Kong, 
local authorities are struggling 
to 
handle the tens of thousands of Chinese who 
poured in from Red China in the past few 
weeks. In Europe, the U. N. high commissioner 
is caring for 13,600 in camps and another 
60.000 outside camps, often in worse con­ 
dition than the camp-dwellers. 


All these programs are financed by vol­ 
untary contributions from governments and 
private sources.
